Numerous correspondents have queried the AEC on the 
question of the Soviet Union's atomic weapons position. The 
following facts, among those available to the U. S. Government, 
can "be released on this point: 

(a) The USSR has produced fissionable materials in 


quantity. 

(b) With fissionable material in hand, it is not a 
difficult technical job to make workable atomic weapons. 

(c) The USSR has exploded three atomic bombs -one in 
the late Summer of 19 ^ 9 , two in the Fall of 1951 * 

(d) On the basis of the above facts, and other 
scientific and technical evidence, there is no doubt of the 
existence of a supply of atomic weapons in the USSR. 
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
